A lb a n y , June 6;h.—The Joint Democratic 
Committee of the Legislature issues the fol­ 
lowing :

ficials— B rady P rep arin g to Figlit 
W a s h in g to n , June 6th.—Assistant Post­ 
ro aster-General Tyner, 
who returned ■ to 
Washington to day, Bays that although he 
placed his resignation at the disposal of ti e 
President early labt March, he did so merely 
as a matter of form and courtesy, and he his 
no idea that the President desires to make 
a change. Postmaster-General Janies said he 
knew of no reason why Tyner should resign, 
and there is not a doubt that he will remain 
undisturbed. 
Nothing new has been made 
public at the Postcffice Department to-day 
concerning the star-iouto frauds; but al­ 
though no additional removals were made and 
routine business runs as smoothly as usual, 
there was evidently a feeling of unrest and 
insecurity throughout the entire Department. 
Indeed, it could hardly be more noticeable 
had there been a change of Administration 
politically. 
The clerks seem to be on the 
anxious seat, for none of them can tell where 
lightning will strike next. 
Meanwhile the 
Postmaster-General is quietly topping off the 
extravagances of the Department, 
Thus far 
in the matter of the star service he has 
effected a saving of nearly §1,000,000, and is 
not yet through by any means. 
Anticipating that before loDg he will be in 
need sf legal talent, ex-Assutant Postmoster- 
Geseral Brady has retained for his defense 
Messrs. Shellabarger ¿ Wilson, Enoch Tot­ 
ten, Colonel Robert Iugersoll and General 
Butler. 
General Brady, who has been here 
for several days, left for New York last 
night. 
He expressed confidence that he 
would come out all right, but this opinion 
does not appear to be widely shared.

Pinos. 
Los P in o s A g e n c y , Jnne 5th (via Salt 
Lake City, 6th).—Ou Saturday the Ute Com­ 
missioners met in conference with the head 
chief, Sapavonora, of the Utes and his sub­ 
chiefs, Shavona, Prah, Alntandra and others. 
There were at least 1.200 Utes about the 
agency, and the scene witnin Agent Berry ’s 
office was exciting, dramatic and perilous in 
the extreme. 
The Ute Indian Commission— 
Messrs. Meers, Russell and MacMoriis— 
were present. 
Each Indian was heavily 
armed, and when the talk began the building 
was surrounded by the Utes, who occupied 
every available spot to listen totheccnfcrer.ee. 
Being regular ration day, together with the 
widely-circulated information 
among the 
Utes, a larger number were present than 
UiUal. 
The Utes were told by the Commis­ 
sioners, through an interpreter, that the 
Commission had come to the Agency for the 
purpose of carrying out the terms of the 
treaty entered into last year ; that it was the 
wish and intention of the Government to ac­ 
complish the terms of the treaty as expedi­ 
tiously as possible, and remove the Utes 
upon the new reservations. 
This announce­ 
ment had a perceptibly unfavorable impres­ 
sion upon Chief Sapovonora, as well as npon 
Shavano and the other sub chiefs. The Utes 
were further informed by the Commissioners 
that it was decided to expedite matters 
with them, and permit very little talk. They 
were further told that the Government was 
disposed to treat them fairly and justly, but 
the enforcement of the stipulations of the 
treaty was absolutely paramount to every­ 
thing else ; that they were to be located npon 
a new reservation, and no deviation from 
this determination was possible. 
Shavano, 
the sub-chief, exclaimed loudly that there 
never was a treaty made, neither this 
one under consideration, nor any other, 
and 
boldly 
demanded 
to 
know 
who 
signed a treaty. 
He was soon informed 
that 
every 
Indian 
present 
signed 
it. 
To this Shavano made no answer. 
The 
chiefs were informed that they conld select 
five Utes to accompany the Commission to 
the new reservation. 
Should they decline to 
make a selection the Commission would pro­ 
ceed without them, locate their reservation 
and remove the Agency thereon. Five Utes, 
among whom is head chief Sapavanora, hive 
been selected by Agent Berry, and ordered 
to report to the Agency Wednesday. Shavano 
was very bold in bis talk. 
Ho claimed that 
himself and Chepeta, Ouray’s widow, owned 
the Uncompahgre valley. 
The chiefs were 
given to understand that steps would be 
pursued 
to 
successfully accomplish the 
mission of 
the Commission. 
The 
pres­ 
ence of 
the_ 
military 
kept 
the Utes 
nnder 
submission, 
and 
clearly demon­ 
strated 
that 
were 
they 
absent 
the 
U les would have refused to go to the new 
reservation. 
Agent Berry’s influence with 
them on Saturday prevented more excited 
scenes, and they gracefully acceptad the in­ 
evitable. 
Matters are quiet to-day. 
Very 
few Indians are hovering about the Agency. 
They may return Monday for another pow­ 


wow, which will be refused. 
The U te In­ 
dian Commission have been here nearly 
two wjeks. No orders for an escort have been 
received from Washington, and valuable time 
is passing awaiting these orders. 
M ingling e f Knees- In d ictm en t fo r Mis- 
cegcnatlon. 
C h e y e n n e (Wy.), June 6th.—A case of 
intermarriage of a Chinaman named Lee 
Chin and a white woman named Mrs. Eva 
H. Lee is attracting much attention. 
The 
statutes of Wyoming forbid such intermar­ 
riage, and the oonple bad the ceremony per­ 
formed in Denver, the Colorado laws not pro­ 
hibiting it. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lea Cbin have 
been indicted for miscegenation. 
The Chi­ 
nese Consul at Denver, under directions of 
the Chinese Embassador at Washington, has 
become interested in behalf cl his country­ 
man and will contest the case in the Courts.

CONKLING AND THE DEMOCRATS. 


There is more and more talk of a pis si ole 
or even probable alliance between Conkling 
and the Democrats, but, singularly enough, 
it does not seem to be perceived that if 
there is any truth in the report, the “ Stal­ 
w arts” must have forfeited all claim to 
th at title, and must have become turncoats 
and deserters. 
I t will require a new polit­ 
ical terminology to explain how men who, 
when they cannot rule their party by fair 
means or foul, abandon it and go over to 
the enemy, can be properly called “ Stal­ 
w arts.” 
Such a designation under such 
circumstances would be wot thy of opera 
bouffe alone. 
Now, if Mr. Conkling has 
made, or proposes to make, an alliance with 
the Democrats, it is certain that he cannot 
be regarded any longer as a Republican, 
and that those who cling to h¡3 fortunes 
have drifted out of the party. 
If Mr. 
Conkling should secure his re-election 
through a Democratic compact, or if he 
shoulel secure an adjournment of the Legis­ 
lature, and the final result of that adjourn­ 
m ent should be the return of two Demo­ 
crats to the Ssnate, how much Republican­ 
ism would remain to him? The fact is 
th at the cant of “ atalwartisru ” is and al­ 
ways has been one of the most hypocritical 
and false cants in vogue. The kind of men 
who have gone swaggering about, bragging 
th at they were “ stalw arts” have nearly 
always been the kind who would desert 
their party, or even try to ruin it, the 
moment they failed to rule it. 
They 
would be dictators or foes. 
So long as 
they could carry things with a high hand ; 
so long as the “ m achine’’ was made the 
be-all and the end-all of politics, they were 
“ stalw arts ;” but directly there is danger 
of the overthrow of their pretensions they 
become rebellious, mutinous, and disloyal. 
It would be a crushing satire upon “ stal- 
“ wartism ” if its present type and leader, 
Conkling, should go over to the Democrats 
a t this juncture, but assuredly it would 
be neither surprising nor uncharacteristic. 
Of course if his followers can stand that 
programme they can stand anything, but 
it will be necessary for them thenceforth 
to drop the epithet “ stalw art ” and try to 
forget that they ever bore it. W hether the 
party and the country can be persuaded to 
a similar happy oblivion, is, however, quite 
another question. 


A 
FRESH 
IRISH 
DIFFICULTY. 


A frcoh illustration of the ever-growing 
confusion in Irish aflairs was given by onr 
dispatches yesterday. 
W e pointed ont 
long ago that the land bill did not in any 
way improve the condition of the large 
class of agricultural laborers who have no 
aettled holdings, and now it appears that 
this class is complicating the situation still 
further, as was indeed to have been ex­ 
pected. The tenant-farmers in many places 
arc taking their cue from the landlords, 
and, apprehending that the laborers on 
their farms may somehow acquire a claim 
to the land they occupy, they are having 
resort to evictions. 
Thus the landlords 
are evicting the tenant-farmers, and the 
latter are evicting the laborers. 
And now 
the laborers are organizing against the 
tenant-farmers, who in many parts of the 
country are much more at anmity with the 
masses than the landlords are. 
It is in­ 
deed very well known that the worst rack- 
renting in Ireland has long been done by 
the tenant-farmers, and that this class 
has oppressed and 
abused that imme­ 
diately beneath it in the most merci­ 
less way. 
The 
general result of this 
state 
of 
things 
is 
that 
there 
are 
forming two or more circles of agitators 
below the landlords, and that the laboring 
classes, having little or nothing to lose by 
insurrection, are as likely as not to take 
the notion of driving out the tenant-farmers 
and the land-owners together. 
The state 
of affairs is certainly as nnpromising as it 
can be, and it must be remembered that 
the new land bill has no benefits to offer 
the laborer, and therefore be has no inter­ 
est in it. 
He cannot look forward to 
possessing the land unless he can get rid 
of the tenant-farmer as well as the land­ 
owner, and the tenant farmer has latterly 
been showing him tricks which he is liable 
to use against his instructor any day. 
If 
the cry of “ Ireland for the Irish ” was 
carried into effect, one of its first results 
would be the downfall of the class which 
has been most active hitherto in the war 
npon the landlords. 
A new deal would 
oust these men as peremptorily as the 
landlords, and should things take this 
tendency, therefore, we may expect to see 
a radical change in the attitude of the 
small farmer class. 


W e publish this morning an interview 
with Mr. Knox, in which he gives bis 
views upon the subjects about to be sub­ 
mitted to the people of Sacramento at a 
special election. 
I t may be observed that 
Mr. Knox is not alone in holding that this 
election was not required by the law under 
which the city authorities are acting. 
There are, however, sufficient reasons why 
the latter should desire to have the re­ 
sponsibility for the plan they propose as­ 
sumed by the taxpayers, though it is ev­ 
ident that the time allowed by the law 
for the consideration of these plans is 
much too short. 
As regards the levees, 
public opinion is undoubtedly in favor of 
such action as will put an end to the peri­ 
odical apprehensions which have been 
forced upon the community for so many 
years. 
It is felt generally that the one 
wise policy for Sacramenta is to make her 
defenses so sure th at no matter what 
happens they will be beyond suspicion. 
Such a consummation is certain to be 
well worth whatever it may cost, but 
while there is no difference of opinion 
on 
this 
general 
head, 
there 
may 
well 
be difference 
of 
opinion upon 
the wisdom of the 
plans submitted. 
So 
far 
as 
these 
plans embrace the 
strengthening and widening of the levees 
which are entirely within the control of 
the city, we presume there will be no seri­ 
ous opposition to them. 
W hether the 
levees can be really made more efficient by 
the scheme of riprapping with stone, cn 
which it is proposed to expend altogether 
$100,000, is however another question. 
Mr. Knox thinks that this cobble-stone 
plan, though calculated to remove some 
fear from the minds of the timid, is not in 
fact a necessary or even particularly useful 
addition to our defenses. 
And it must be 
realized that though it is only proposed to 
expend $25,C00 npon cobble-stone facing 
this year, the indorsement of that expend­ 
iture will practically commit the city to 
the entire plan, which calls for $100,000. 
The question of course is whether such a 
sum would be wisely expended in that 
way. 
Several practical engineers are of 
Mr. Knox’s opinion, namely, that it is not 
necessary, and th at Bermuda grass would 
afford a really better faciDg than the stone. 
The question of the outside district is 
another one which demands serious consid­ 
eration. 
If Sacramento is to raise and 
strengthen the levees down to Freeport, 
there ought not to be any loophole of eva­ 
sion left for the property-owneis in the 
outside district who are to be specially 
benefited, and who are called upon to 
share the expense of the work. 
The city 
authorities, th at is to say, ought to be in a 
position to know exactly what proportion 
of the outlay these property-owners will 
bear, and there ought also to be some ma­ 
terial guarantee for the payment of their 
quota of the expense. 
This is a perfectly 
reasonable requirement, and it will be 
thought by many th at to go on and do the 
work without obtaining any assurance on 
these points would be to invite difficulties, 
Mr. Knox, as one of the Drainage Commis­ 
sioners, states that it was the intention of 
the Board to assist in the work of strength­ 
ening the Sacramento levees this summer, 
but that in consequence of the opposi­ 
tion 
which 
has 
been 
made 
to the 
Board, and of the litigation which has 
been begun, there is no hope that this pur­ 
pose can now be fulfilled. 
One effect of 
the injuuction against the hydraulic min­ 
ers must be to cause them to refuse to pay 
their mining tax, and the presumption is 
that even if the Supreme Court upholds 
the constitutionality of the Drainage Act, 
it will be, for this year at least, a dead 
letter. 
W hatever is done to our levees, 
therefore, we shall have to do ourselves, 
and this fact must be fully realized. 
Mr. 
Knox questions the w isdom of the policy 
of the Trustees in proposing to collect 
special taxes for the work to be done. 
He 
points cut that in the past this was avoided 
by putting the expense over on to the 
ensuing year. 
As, however, the extra ex­ 
pense will have to be continued several 
years, it appears that this method would 
not operate as a relief beyond the present 
season. 
The question of the pumping machinery 
for the city drainage is a very important 
one. 
But it is by no means certain that 
the sum proposed to be raised for this pur­ 
pose would cover the cost of an effective 
system of drainage, and it is quite certain 
that no Buch system has thus far been 
submitted to the people. 
W hat is needed 
is a system of sewerage and drainage 
combined. 
At present this city is almost 
w ithout sewerage. 
If it is to continue 
habitable during the next ten years it will 
be neceaeary to provide for the removal of 
the contents of house cesspools. 
Nothing 
in this direction has yet been done, nor 
is it comprehended under the new plans. 
Again, it must be remembered that pump­ 
ing machinery barely sufficient for the 
average daily drainage would be wholly 
incompeteut to cope with any sudden and 
extensive increase in that drainage, such as 
is always liable to occur curing the win­ 
ter months. 
It would be a great mistake 
to spend 
$25,000 
upon pumps, only 
to 
discover 
that they 
were lacking 
in power and capacity precisely w hen they 
were most needed. 
In fact this pumping 
business is of itself so considerable a ques­ 
tion that it would have been better to have 
kept it separate from that of the levees. 
The Trustees have submitted too many 
propositions at once, considering how brief 
is the period allowed for discussion of 
their plans. 
Nor is it certain that they 
were compelled to submit these levee ques­ 
tions at all. 
It was not necessary for them 
to raise the money this year, as Mr. Knox 
observes, and in the opinion of many com­ 
petent observers they had full authority 
under the law to go on with whatever re­ 
pairs were found indispensable. 
Discus­ 
Sion of the whole situation, however, is 
now in order, and we propose to ascertain 
and lay before the public the views of 
prominent citizens, to the end th at intelli­ 
gent conclusions may be reached.

much reliance is to be placed upon it no 
one can say. 
The story that the conspira­

in

room where 
they met, 
sounds improbable to say the least. 
The 
Nihilists have not generally been accus­ 
tomed to meet in such large rooms, and 
they have always been very cautitus. 
If, 
however, the story is true, it will make 
the new Czar doubt whether his eordocs 
of police and battalions of troops are after 
all a complete protection to him. 
But in 
fact so long as he is what be is, Nihilism 
will continue to conspire, despite occa­ 
sional captures by the police.

V irg in ia , June 6th.—About 11:30 this 
morning James Malone, Patrick Hunter and 
Gerald Landers lost their lives on the 400 foot 
level of the Andes mine through asphyxiation 
by a deadly gas. Landers and Hunter were 
worlRng in a drift from the bottom of the 
winze, 50 feet below the 400-foot level, aDd 
about 500 feet north of the maiu shaft, while 
Malone, a carpenter, was fixing a track on 
the 400-foot level in the drift leading cut to 
the winze. 
It was pay-day, and the three 
men not coming up at 11:30 a . m , one 
was 
sent 
down 
the 
Ehaft 
for them. 
He 
soon 
came 
up 
and 
reported 
a 
strong smell of 
gas. 
Two 
men 
were 
then sent down, who shortly came back 
with the same report. Superintendent Egan 
then went down with them, and forcing their 
way along the drift came to the body of 
Hunter about 150 feet from the shaft. They 
brought out the body of Hunter, but were 
unable to stay below longer or proceed fur­ 
ther north. 
Meantime gas had been discov­ 
ered at the C and C shaft, and men were 
sent iu through the Latrobe tunnel, where 
they found the gas so strong that they conld 
proceed no great distance west of the Consoli­ 
dated Virginia shaft. In retreating, these 
men pulled a plank off the drift connected 
with the Consolidated Virginia shaft, when 
much gas went 
in that way, and they 
were able 
to 
get 
out. 
Also, 
about 
the 
same 
time, 
Eagan 
came 
to 
the 
Consolidated 
Virginia 
shaft, 
and 
was 
told what had happened, _ when more vent 
was given at the top of said shaft, it having 
been partially closed for about two weeks. 
Finally the gas drew off and the other bodies 
were recovered. It is thought the drift from 
the bottom of the winzs in the Andes must 
have broken through into some old stopes of 
the Central mine, in which the gns had pene­ 
trated from the Consolidated Virginia and 
settled. 
Had the gas first gone from Con­ 
solidated Virginia through the Latrobe tun­ 
nel, it would have gone out the Andes shaft, 
not back north on tho drift, where the men 
were killed. 
Landers was married, aged 
about 20 years, and was a nephew of Johnny 
Landers, of San Francisco. 
Malone was a 
widower, formerly Chief of the Fire Depart­ 
ment, and an old resident of the Comstock. 
He was 57 years old. 
Hunter was married, a 
native of Ireland, aged 40, with no children. 
Several men were very sick by inhaling the 
gas.

THE LEVEES 
AND 
DRAINAGE. 


As W . F . Knox, at present one of the 
Directors of Drainage D istrict No. 1, wa3 
formerly one cf the Trustees of this city, 
and had extensive experience in relation to 
the city levees and drainage, and in protect­ 
ing the city in time of floods, a representa­ 
tive of the R e c o rd U n io n yesterday caUed 
upon him to obtain his views with relation to 
the propositions to be voted upon a t the 
election to he held on the 15th instant. 
Upon the subject of the city levees generally 


he said: 
By referring to the A ct of 1878 it will be 
found th at this city was authorized through 
its Board of Trustees (who were by that A ct 
made Levee Commissioners) to adopt a sys­ 
tem of levees and ■ drainage, and were fuljy 
empowered to m aintain and protect them in 
the future w ithout lim it as to cost. 
I t was 
provided, however, th at no system costing 
more than $20,000 could be adopted without 
having been subm itted to and adopted by the 
electors at an election to be called for that 
purpose. 
In accordance with th at A ct two 
plans or systems were submitted, and the one 
from Brighton to Y street, includirg tho 
drainage canal to Snodgrass Slough, wa3 
adopted by a m ajority of four to one—the 
vote at the samo time on the adoption of the 
Freeport levee was four to one against it. 
Now I take it th at the system adopted at 
th at time was a permanent one,^ and gave to 
the Board full power to maintain it without 
lim it as to cost, and did not contemplate the 
necessity of an election every time or any 
time, if in the judgment of the Board 
additions or repairs were needed, 
i am 
of the opinion 
that 
the 
Board 
had 
power to have 
levied 
any amount of 
tax last spring they thought fit, and m the 
absence of having done ^so, have now full 
power to make such additions and repaiis as 
they think necessary, and pay for the same 
next year. 
There is certainly no necessity 
for submitting that portion of their proposi­ 
tions to the voters, or of levying and collect­ 
ing a special tax at this time. 
Q.—How about the canal'! 
A .—T he power to com plete the canal rests 
on th e sam e basis, and I th in k it should be 
done this season—three-fourths of the work: 
has been done, a few thousand dollars w ill 
com plete it. 
Iu its present unfinished condi­ 
tion it is a dam age to residents below bree- 
port, by discharging the w ater from D istrict 
No. 1 on them which before the canal was cut 
through the high land back of F reep o rt could 
Dot reach them . 
I th in k the city Í3 legally 
bound to com plete it to Snodgras3 slough, 
and is liable for dam ages unless it is done. 
It is of v ital im portance to th e city for 
drainage. 
_ 
Q.—W hat do you think of the proposition 
to give Levee D istrict No. 1 $27,000. 
A .—If it is carried, will it be adopting the 
levee to Freeport as a part of our system? 
And if so, will the city not in accordance 
with the Act, have to assume entire charge 
of it, and do all the work, and thenceforth 
protect it, and relieve th at district from all 
responsibility, except for w hat benefit it may 
be to them, as provided in the law before re­ 
ferred to? And if doing so does not adopt it 
as ours, under what restrictions will the 
money be given ? 
Q.—If we vote to give it to them, may 
they not claim it without any conditions ? 
A .—Is not thatfldistrict as able |to |m ake 
that levee secure as we are to protect 
them from the 
American river and the 
Sacramento to Y street? These are ques­ 
tions which I think difficult to satisfactorily 
answer, therefore I shall vote against it. The 
cause of all the breaks in th at levee th at has 
occurred in the last three years was neglect, 
and what surety have we th at it will not 
again be neglected if we contribute that 
amount and leave the care of it to them ? 
Q.—How about the proposition to erect 
pumping works ? 
A .—I am opposed to it a t present. 
W hen 
done it will involve careful engineering, and 
ought to be accompanied with a reconstruc­ 
tion of our entire sewer system, m order that 
all privy m atter may be carried in them, and 
the disease-breeding cesspools abandoned. 
This will involve a vast expense, and should 
not be entered upon hastily. 
M any diffi­ 
culties will have to be overcome; an impor­ 
tant one is th at there is a State law prohibit­ 
ing the pollution of the rivers with such m at­ 
ter. 
No doubt an 
injunction would lie 
against it. 
W here, in your opinion, are we in the 
greatest danger from overflow? 
A .—I th in k the greatest and the first ap­ 
proaching danger to our levee defenses is a t 
Sirs. Wa'.c r n’s place. The channel of the 
American r ver a t th a tp o iu t is fast approach­ 
ing the levee, and as the ground ¡3 m uch 
lower near th e levee than where the m ain 
channel is now running, it w ill be b u t a 
short tim e, if n o t prevented, un til the current 
a t high w ater w ill be against th e levee, and 
the sam e trouble will occur th a t wa3 had a t 
R abel’s tan n ery in form er years. 
A few 
thousand dollars properly expended now in 
tu rn ing th e river a t a point higher up in the 
bend of the river, w ill save m any tim ts the 
am ount in th e near future, and probably 
avoid m uch anxiety and danger in the m ean 
tim e. 
_ 
Q .—W here do you consider the next great­ 
est point of danger ? 
A .—Between Burns’ slough and the old 
sugar factory, on the outside of the levee, is 
a wide, open spece th at has been covered 
with water several feet deep, extending up to 
and against the levee. 
A possible strong 
north wind of a few hours, in such a case, 
might render the situation very precarious, 
particularly as the levee is composed of a red 
earth that, when wet, becomes very soft and 
treacherous. 
_ 
Q — H ow would you protect it ? _ 
A .—I would increase the outside slope 
from two to oae, as at present, to four to one, 
and plant it with Bermuda grass. 
In two 
years’ time it would be a complete protec­ 
tion, and at a trifling expenditure. 
Q.—A re there other places th a t you con­ 
sider needs atten tio n p articularly ? 
A .—The spur levee on Twenty-third street 
si ould, I think, be m aterially strengthened. 
During flood time the water is eight or ten feet 
higher on the upper side than the ground is 
on the lower side of this levee. 
Of course, 
should it give way the water would not come 
into the city, but might give great trouble to 
the levee from there to Twelfth street, as it 
did on a former occasion. 
Q —How about the main line of levee from 
Seventh street to Brighton? 
A .—I t is in fine condition, high and strong 
enough fcr all present needs, and with the 
precautions before noted, attended to, would 
be highly satisfactory to any one capable of 
judging. The bed of the American river is, 
however, filling up much faster than formerly, 
and the flood hignt, of couise. is risirg corre­ 
spondingly. 
I t would be a wise precaution, . 
and, I think, would gratify public opinion, 
to widen the levee on the inside the whoie 
distance from Sixteenth street to Brighton as 
recommended hy Engineer Bassett. In a few 
years the liight could be added to. 
W ere I a 
I/evee Commissioner I would have Bermuda 
grass planted on the outside slopes of all the 
levees. 
I regard it, after two or three years’ 
growth, as a completo protec’ion against the I 
action of either wind or waves. 
Of course, 
should the channels of the river undermine 
the levee a t any point, neither Bermuda 
grass, nor cobbles on its face, would save it. 
Bermuda grass can be seen on H street, be­ 
tween Nineteenth and Twentieth, at corner 
of Eleventh and 1' streets, and on the south 
side of the Y -strtet levee. 
An effort to cut 
through its sod would satisfy the most skep­ 
tical. 
Q.—W hat is your idea of the cobbles and 
loose rock as proposed ? 
A .—The experience of the railroad com­ 
pany between here and T)avlsville is that 
rock, to be effectual, m ust be laid close, 
in 
large 
pieces, 
almost 
like 
a 
stone 
wall. 
To throw 
cobble 
or other small 
s’on - 
on 
the 
slope 
of 
a levee, with­ 
out being carefully 
placed, would seem 
to me very like a waste of money. 
W hile I 
am williug to have any reasonable sum of 
I money expended in strengthening and pro­ 
tecting the levee, I am unwilling by my vote 
to make it m andatory on the Trustees to 
use $100,000, as proposed, on cobbles and 
loose stones (for this is w hat the proposition 
amounts to if carried). 
I would much prefer 
t<> have some money expended this fall on 
the places mentioned above, and believing 
that tho Board have now full power to do 
th at work, I will vote against the stone-im- 
provf mcnt proposition. 
N ot more than 1,500 
or 2,000 feet in all of the levee a t any point 
is exposed to a current; th at is only at the 
W aldron place, and is already covered with 
cobbles. 
A tew brush spurs placed among 
the trees growing in tho old excavation at 
this point would cost but little, and would 
causo a deposit to form, instead of any cut­ 
ting away taking place, and would give more 
benefit for the cost than anything else. 
Q.—How about the Drainage A ct—you are 
one of the Directors ? 
A .—Should the Supreme Court sustain 
th at A ct some $500,000 to $700,000 will bo 
available for work this and next year, and I 
expect to he able in that case to have that 
Board do aome of this work here that I have 
indicated; but it will not do for our Levee 
Commissioners to make any calculation at 
this time on such assistance. 
Q,—W hen do you expect a decision ? 
A .—P robably inside of sixty days. 
Q ._ W hat do you think of the prospect of 
relief from that A ct in the future should the 
Court sustain it ? 
A ,—I regard it as a foregone conclusion 
Legislature will repeal it.

at the late session were both due to the in­ 
fluence of the mining interests; but now since

eminent engineers, th at the miners and farm ­ 
ers both could be protected in the use of their 
properties. 
One great good th at A ct has ac­ 
complished is in bringing to the attention of 
the whole State the magnitude of the destruc­ 
tion now going on from the mining debris, 
and the great importance of doing something, 
if possible, to remedy it. 
Could this have 
been doDe ten years ago, millions might have 
been saved. 
Those outside of the district 
affected were never brought to a realization 
of this until their pockets were touched. H ad 
these suits been commenced against the m in­ 
ing companies during the session of the Legis­ 
lature, Sears and Camron would have beeu 
successful in their effort to repeal the D rain­ 
age Act. 
Q,—Suppose the hydraulic miners were at 
once to cease discharging their tailings into 
the streams, how long would it be before re­ 
lief would reach us ? 
A .—I think it would be many years. 
Millions and millions of yards of debris is in 
the monntain streams, in some places a hun­ 
dred feet deep. 
The velocity of the water up 
there is so great th at it will scour those 
streams out cleau, th at farthest up disappear­ 
ing first, and bo on down. 
The rivers at 
M arysville and W heatland, with slopes of 10 
feet to the mile, will be relieved long before 
the river here, with a slope of less than 10 
inches to the mile. 
In other words, the 
Yuba, Bear and American rivers will bring 
this debris down much faster than the Sacra­ 
mento can carry it past u s ; and thus the 
river here will keep on filling, and other 
thousands of acres be covered with sand for 
many years to come. 
Eventually, perhaps 
nature, unassisted, will have restored this 
valley and its rivers, fit for habitation and 
use, but it will be after this Band will have 
become good soil, and the sand and gravel in 
the rivers have passed into the bay. 
The 
stopping of hydraulic mining will of course 
greatly hasten th at time ; 
and could the 
Drainage A ct continue, and the means pro­ 
posed by Captain Eads and associate en­ 
gineers be carried out, th at time would come 
before our neighbors are all driven away and 
property values depreciated in an additional 
amount in the valley sufficient to hear the 
expense of the works proposed. 
B ut the 
newspapers of San Francisco have heaped 
such abuse on the scheme of relief proposed 
by those engineers, th at I have no hope of 
its continuance. 


M o re T ro u b le .—Parties who came down 
from Folsom yesterday state th at the Natoma 
W ater and M ining Company have fenced 
across the railroad track running through 
their premises, and thereby inclosed about 2J 
miles of railroad now in the hands of a Re­ 
ceiver. 
I t is claimed th at when the road le- 
tween Folsom and 
Shingle Springs was 
built, the old railroad company ran the 
track through the Natoma W ater Com­ 
pany’s grounds without 
any permission 
or right of way. 
In 1809 the Natoma Com­ 
pany sued the former railroad company for 
trespass and 
in ejectment, and obtained 
judgment, but allowed the judgm ent to re­ 
main dormant until recently, when the rail­ 
road beyond Folsom having passed into a Re­ 
ceiver’s hands and not being in use, the N a­ 
toma Company obtained a revival of its 
judgment and took possession of the roadbed 
over its lands under a writ of ejectment. They 
have set posts and made a board fence across' 
at each side of their premises, and propose 
another season, it is said, to set the road-bed 
and entire ground out to vines and orcharding. 
It is further stated th at M r. M urray, who 
was recently appointed Receiver, has re­ 
signed, and th at another man has been ap­ 
pointed ; th at the new Receiver went to 
Folsom yesterday to look after his road, and, 
following the track, got inside of the fence ef 
the Natoma Company’s grounds, and was 
ordered off under threat of being prosecuted 
for trespass. 
I t is probable th at the end is 
not yet.

THE SENATORIAL STRUGGLE. 
N ew York, June 5th.—A majority of the 
Administration and Stalwart adherents will 
start back sometime to-day. 
It is the belief 
of many politicians that ex-Senators Conkhng 
and Piatt will endeavor during the preseüt 
week, by the aid of the Democrats, to secure 
an adjournment of the Legislature. It la 
evident to the stalwarts that they cannot 
eecure the election of Conkling and Platt in 
the present temper of the Legislature. If 
the Legislature adjourns without the suc­ 
cessors of the Senators being chosen, Judge 
Robertson will then accept the position of 
Collector, and by so doing will vacate his 
office as Senator. This is one vote lost to the 
Administration, in case * he Legislature is 
again called together, r^d the duties of Col­ 
lector will also prevent him from taking so 
active a part iu tho contest. It is also hoped 
by the stalwarts that the feeling against 
Conkltng and Platt on the part of the Re­ 
publican voters throughout the State will 
gradually abate, and that if an extra session 
is called some of these Senators and Assem­ 
blymen who are now afraid to face the in­ 
dignation of their constituents should they 
vote for the ex-Senators will then be more 
Íiliant. All the energies of the stalwart 
eaders for the remainder of the week, it was 
said last night, will be directed towards 
securing aD adjournment. 
Ex-Vice-Pre3ident Colfax saye the extra­ 
ordinary revolution of opinion towarda Conk­ 
ling is undoubtedly caused by the fact that 
for years the Republican party all over the 
country hae been toiling to make the Senate 
Republican, and just as theF had succeeded 
he in a fit of anger turned the Senate into 
the hands of the Democrats.

A FAMILY SQUABBLE.

Their last day’s work was 
much more ignominious than the first, for 
none of the cases of eviction yesterday were 
agrarian, nor did any of them arise out of 
the land war. 
The column having break­ 
fasted early in Newhall, moved out at 8 
o'clock, and proceeded to the honse of a 
widow named Mulcahy, who was living 
in 
a 
little 
cabin 
near 
lv-riming. 
She was bring evicted not by the landlords, 
but hy a tenant of Mr. Synan, member of 
Parliament for Limerick. That tenant was 
her own mother. 
It appeared that her 
mother gave the house and bit of land to her 
daughter as her marriage portó n. Her stc- 
oud danriitsr was about to marry, and she 
was turning out the first daughter to make 
room for the other. The eviction occupied 
an hour, but it appears that after the soldiers 
left the woman forcibly took possession again. 
This was purely a family ¡ quibble. 


GLADSTONE'S HEALTH. 
LONDON, J une 5"h.—Gladstone’s physicians 
have made a concerted representation to him 
that be must get into the upper house if he 
expects to remain in public life. He suffers 
constantly from diarrhea, the result of over­ 
work. and nothing but relative rest will save 
him. He would have broken down long ago 
but for his immense recuperative force, which 
shows itself in the caae with which he sleeps 
after an exhausting sitting of Parliament. 
H e can go home and sle:p eight hours on a 
stretch without once waking; but no man 
can draw i rever even on such a constitution 
as his with impunity.

To-morrow is a bank holiday, and all the 
troops in Dublin have been ordered to be con­ 
fined to their barracks, to prevent a disturb­ 
ance.

TION. 
M ontreal, June 5th.—Information was 
received late last night that a deputation of 
the Montreal Telegraph Company, composed 
of Hon. J. Abbot and Andrew Allen, have 
arranged preliminaries with the Western 
Union, which controls the Dominion Tele­ 
graph Company, for an amalgamation of the 
two, thus forming another gigantic monopoly. 
The plan is to foun a new company, that will 
lease the two lines forever, the Western 
Union 
guaranteeing 8 per cent, to the 
Montreal Company and (i per cent, to the 
Dominion Company, the Western U nion to 
get half of all the earnings above these per­ 
centages, and the other moiety to go to the 
new company. This dodge is adopted to 
evade the Act of Parliament passed to pre­ 
vent the amalgamation of these companies. 
Meetiogs of the shareholders of the local 
companies will be called at once to ratify the 
arrangement. This new piece of work by 
Jay Gould will cause a terrible outcry in 
Canada when made known on Monday.

MISTAKE. 


“ (Jreatw ite are sure to madness near 
allied,” and a quaint anecdote, culled from 
Humdoldt’s “ W anderjahre,” aptly dem­ 
onstrates how readily even so keen an ob­ 
server as the great German traveler may 
mistake á genius for a lunatic. Daringooc 
of hi3 many sojourns in Paris Humboldt, 
who took a deep interest in the mysteries 
of mental aberration, conceived a desire to 
converse intimately with some incurable 
maniac, and requested one of fcis scientific 
friends, an eminent mad-doctor, to give 
him the opportunity of meeting one ot his 
more remarkable patients. 
A few days 
later he received an invitation from the 
specialist in question to supper, and on 
his arrival at his friend’s house, found 
two strange gentlemen awaiting him, 
neither cf whom was formally presented 
to him by his Amphitryon. 
One was an 
elderly gentleman of 
grave demeanor, 
dressed in 
the 
hight 
of 
the 
pre­ 
vailing fashion, by no means talkative, 
and manifestly devoted to the pleasures 
of the table. 
The other was a com­ 
paratively young man, extremely excitable 
in manner, with long disheveled hair, ill 
made clothes, and so exuberantly voluble 
that he all but monopolized the conversa­ 
tion throughout the evening, although 
Humboldt himself was one of the most 
loquacious men alive. 
This wild-looking 
person displayed extraordinary versatility 
and restlessness in his talk, which teemed 
with paradoxes and dealt with an infinite 
variety of subject?. 
Humboldt listened to 
his brilliant rainblings with absorbing in­ 
terest, and, upon taking leave of his host 
at a late hour of the night, expressed his 
gratitude for the psychological experiment 
afforded him, observing that “ the madman 
had amused him beyond all measure.” 
‘•How is th at?” exclaimed the doctor, 
44 you scarcely exchanged a word with him 
all the evening.” 
“ I mean, of course,” re­ 
joined Humboldt, “ that excitable young 
man.” 
44 You are altogether mistaken ; 
the madman was that quiet, decorous old 
gentleman.” 
“ And who, then, was the 
person I took to be demented ?” 
44 That 
Eirson, my good friend, was M. Honoré de 
alzic.”
